DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment has been received and entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-6, 8-9, and 11-15 and 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
clearly anticipated by Uchida (JP 2002102957A - published on April 9, 2002). Uchida discloses 
a roll hemming device and method. Each of the claimed limitations is disclosed or implicit in the 
Uchida reference. For example, Uchida discloses a roller that includes both a first cylindrical 
surface and, contiguous to said first surface, a series of connected surfaces that define a cavity 
relative to a chord from the first cylindrical surface edge (see Figs. 4-8). Additionally, Uchida 
discloses that at least one of the surfaces, namely the second surface, engages (and inherently 
applies a force to compress the hem) an intermediate portion of the flange (see Figs. 6 and 8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Uchida in view of 
Sawa (6,477,879 - hereinafter Sawa '879). Claim 16 adds a press die. Sawa '879 teaches, in the 
hemming art, that a press die can be used in place of a roller (column 1, lines 53-57). 
Additionally, Sawa c 879 teaches that press dies provide for shorter processing times (Id.). Thus, 
it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use a 
press die instead of roller dies in order to reduce processing time, as explicitly stated by Sawa 
'879. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6, 8-9 and 11-18 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
